xVlr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1960. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  1960  was  Dr.  P.  Brodbin  who  resigned  from 
the  appointment  early  in  1961. 

During  the  year  there  were  34  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified.  Measles,  which 
had  a  complement  of  304  tagged  to  its  name  for  1959,  fell  to  4  in  1960;  naturally  all  those 
at  risk  had  developed  their  own  active  immunity.  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  9 
notifications  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  it  was  not  responsible  for  any  death.  Here  I 
would  like  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  immunizing  children  against  every  disease  for 
which  protection  is  available;  so  many  parents  adopt  the  attitude  that  “it  cannot  happen 
to  me”  and  fail  to  use  the  services  offered  by  the  local  health  authorities  for  the  protection 
of  their  children.  The  total  number  of  deaths  notified  during  the  year  was  1 59.  Diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  were  responsible  for  most  of  these  but  deaths  from  cancer 
showed  an  appreciable  increase  over  the  previous  year’s  figures. 

The  attendance  at  clinics  continued  to  show  a  rising  trend  with  more  people  availing 
themselves  of  the  services  offered. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee;  Mr.  Stewart,  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  Mr.  Rhodes,  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  their  help  and  co-operation.  I  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  great  help  and  hard 
work  of  Mr.  Nuttall  and  Miss  Fox  in  the  District  Health  Office.

With  certain  exceptions  the  Guisborough  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  supervising  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services  provided  under  this  Act.

Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  third  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  for  the  year  i960. 

Housing  is  still  the  most  serious  public  health  problem  in  the  area.  At  least  100 
houses  at  the  present  time  are  fit  only  for  demolition;  many  others  are  in  need  of  repair 
but  could  be  made  reasonably  fit,  under  the  existing  statutory  housing  standards,  for 
perhaps  10  or  15  years.  However,  there  are  many  streets  of  terraced  houses,  which  on  the 
whole,  have  been  badly  built  and  poorly  maintained,  and  although  they  can  be  given  a 
face-lift  for  a  period  they  are  approaching  the  end  of  their  useful  life.  The  Council  will 
need  to  carry  out  further  clearance  schemes  at  a  later  date.  Improvements  such  as  the 
provision  of  baths,  internal  w.c’s,  etc.,  could  not  be  made  to  some  of  these  houses  because 
of  lack  of  accommodation  and  yard  space.  There  are  others,  however,  where  this  difficulty 
does  not  arise  but  which  are  structurally  poor  and  badly  arranged  on  the  sites.  Improve¬ 
ments  should  not  be  made  in  these  cases.  The  Council  could  earmark  such  houses  for 
clearance  schemes  in  later  years.  In  other  words,  houses  in  the  area  would  be  divided 
into  those  which  have  a  life  of  25  years  or  more,  and  those  which  have  a  life  of  less  than 
1 5  years. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  Council  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant 
Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year.  There  is  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  in  this  area 
and  the  increase  in  staff  will  be  a  great  help. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
encouragement  during  the  year,  to  all  my  colleagues  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and 
particularly  to  my  clerk,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Simon,  whose  work  has  been  invaluable. 

Certain  information  in  the  Report  relating  to  Council  housing,  sewerage,  improvement 
grants,  etc.  has  been  kindly  provided  by  your  Clerk  and  Surveyor.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Generally 

During  1 960  I  spent  more  time  in  connection  with  closet  conversions  than  any  other 
aspect  of  the  work  of  the  Department.  As  226  of  the  conversions  completed  in  the  year 
were  done  by  the  Council  a  considerable  amount  ot  time  was  spent  on  preparing 
specifications  and  supervising  works — a  total  of  1,763  visits  were  required. 

A  survey  in  order  to  prepare  a  list  of  unfit  houses  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Daily  routine  work  such  as  meat  inspection  and  the  investigation  of  housing  complaints, 
nuisances,  etc.  made  it  impossible  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  food  premises, 
factories  and  farms. 

Further  detailed  comments  are  given  under  the  appropriate  headings.

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  Charltons  and  some  outlying  farms  and  cottages  water  is 
supplied  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  Table  7  summarises  the  position 
as  follows:

All  samples  taken  from  the  mains  supply  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  Un¬ 
satisfactory  samples  were  again  obtained  from  the  private  supply  at  Charltons.  The 
scheme  to  connect  this  village  to  the  water  mains  of  The  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
Board  was  substantially  completed  in  December,  1960,  and  it  is  hoped  that  each  house 
will  have  a  satisfactory  supply  inside  at  an  early  date. 

A  few  parts  of  the  district  served  by  the  mains  supply  suffered  from  lack  of  pressure. 
New  mains  were  laid  in  the  Yeoman  Street  area,  Skelton,  and  a  scheme  to  improve  the 
supply  to  the  Day  Street /Errington  Street  area  of  Brotton  was  in  hand.  Works  were  also 
carried  out  which  improved  the  pressure  to  certain  houses  at  The  Hills,  Skelton. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

With  the  exception  of  outlying  houses  and  farms  and  the  village  of  Moorsholm,  the 
district  is  served  by  public  sewers  discharging  to  the  sea.  Sewage  disposal  works  owned 
by  the  Council  receive  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Moorsholm.  These  works  are 
inadequate  and  a  scheme  to  provide  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  a  cost  of  £20,000  is 
under  active  consideration. 

Some  lengths  of  sewer  damaged  by  mining  subsidence  need  re-laying.  Sewers  laid 
and  repaired  during  1960  were: —

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

The  Council  continued  to  make  grants  of  up  to  £10  towards  the  cost  of  converting 
pan-closets  to  water  closets. 

Of  the  356  conversions  completed  226  were  done  by  the  Council.  A  considerable 
amount  of  work  was  involved  but  this  method  achieved  quick  results  and  although 
the  Council  were  required  to  pay  one  half  of  the  cost  of  the  works  this  worked  out  at 
£10  ;  5  :  6^d.  per  conversion — only  5/6^d.  more  than  under  the  voluntary  grant  scheme. 
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It  is  hoped  that  most  of  the  379  remaining  pan  closets  will  have  been  abolished  by  the 
end  of  1961.  However,  a  number  of  these  are  situated  in  parts  of  the  district  which  are 
not  sewered  and  form  a  separate  problem  to  be  tackled  at  a  later  date.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the  district. 
Refuse  disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Brotton  Tip  throughout  the  year. 
The  time  lost  during  the  year  in  sickness  amounted  to  616  man/hours.  For  the

No  outworkers  were  reported  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year. 

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act,  1956. 

Under  this  Act  local  authorities  have  the  duty  of  requiring,  in  certain  circumstances, 
the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  on  farms  where  workers  are  employed,  and  ensuring 
that  conveniences  are  kept  clean. 

There  are  90  farms  in  the  district  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  a  survey. 


HOUSING 

A  considerable  amount  of  my  time  was  spent  on  housing  repair  work.  All  complaints 
were  investigated  and  informal  notices  served  where  necessary,  but  it  was  not  possible  to 
follow  up  the  notices  in  many  instances.  There  are  many  houses  in  need  of  repair. 
Unfortunately,  urgent  works  to  roofs,  eavesgutters,  etc.  are  often  neglected  and  soon  give 
rise  to  additional  defects ;  it  is  in  an  owner’s  own  interest  to  attend  to  such  repairs  quickly. 
As  some  owners  ignore  both  informal  and  statutory  notices  works  had  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  Council  in  some  cases — unfortunately,  owing  to  the  amount  of  work  involved, 
only  a  limited  number  of  houses  can  be  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

Many  houses  are  only  fit  to  be  included  in  a  slum  clearance  programme,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  survey  necessary  to  prepare  a  list  of  such  properties  was  almost  complete.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  5  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the  Council.  Two 
slaughterhouses  are  being  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  sale  outside  the  area  in 
addition  to  local  trade. 

In  October,  1960,  the  Council  submitted  a  report  under  Section  3  of  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  Act,  1958,  on  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  the  area  for  slaughter¬ 
house  facilities  and  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to  become,  available 
to  meet  those  requirements.  The  report  included  a  recommendation  that  the  1st  July, 
1961,  be  the  day  appointed  by  the  Minister  for  new  construction  regulations  to  apply 
to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  Four  of  the  existing  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  are 
being  extended  and  improved  in  order  to  comply  with  the  new  constiuction  standards. 
It  is  anticipated  that  one  slaughterhouse  will  close. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  showed  a  large  increase  during  the 
year — 5,904  animals  were  inspected  as  compared  with  3,215  in  1958,  and  3,559  in  1959. 
504  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  and  this  figure  includes  regular  Sunday 
and  evening  visits.  In  addition,  24  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  outside  the  area 
under  an  arrangement  made  with  Saltburn  and  Marske  L.D.C,  legarding  lelief  meat 

inspection  work. 

There  are  1 5  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  district.

No  complaints  of  smoke  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  rodent  operator  appointed  jointly  by  Loftus  U.D.C.  and  Skelton  and  Brotton 
U.D.C.  has  continued  his  duties  in  the  two  areas,  and  the  arrangement  has  worked 
satisfactorily.  The  Council’s  sewers  were  treated  twice,  and  no  infestations  were  found 
on  the  second  treatment. 

In  September  a  scheme  to  treat  larms  on  a  contract  basis  was  started.  Undei  this 
arrangement  a  farmer  pays  an  amount  up  to  per  annum,  and  in  return  his  premises 
are  treated  on  four  or  more  occasions  during  the  year.  Eight  farms  are  now  participating 
in  this  scheme. 

“Warfarin”  has  been  used  to  treat  all  the  infestations  during  1960.  This  poison 
gives  very  good  results  and  the  technique  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  is  followed.
